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About eighteen months ago we were bemoaning the poor 
promotion given to British motor racing, but, as we reported 
two weeks ago, the situation has improved enormously and 
it was really brought home last weekend at Brands Hatch 
Those people living in and around London will have seen 
the massive poster campaign by Player's while most people 
know of the MCD publicity campaign through Lella Lombardi 
and, on top of this, there were numerous mentions on TV 
and radio as well as good newspaper coverage before the 


¢ results of such promotion can be seen in the official 
crowd figures, A staggering total of 93,000 people attended 
the meeting over the three days. This is broken down to 
25,000 on the first two days and a massive 68,000 on race day, 

These represent record attendences at Brands Hatch and 
Player's and MCD deserve the highest praise for their work 
in promoting the meeting. 

Bouquets are also due to the marshals at the meeting who 
‘once again proved to be of the highest standard and dealt 
with all incidents quickly and efficiently, The police and car 
park officials also did a terrific job in dealing with the multi- 
tude of cars and the fact that there were no major snarl-ups 
of traffic as we have seen in the past. is a great tribute to 
their work 

Although as a whole the meeting was a tremendous success 
we feel that we must award a brickbat to the RAC who, in 
keeping with tradition, managed to put their foot in it on a 
couple of occasions. The major incident was, of course, that 
involving Niki Lauda trying to leave the pits. The whole 
situation was totally mismanaged and as far as we are con- 
cerned stems from the fact that there were far too many 
people in the pits. Last year the Constructors’ Association 
banned journalists from the pits; there was a great row about 
it and a limited number of passes were supposed to be issued 
in order to keep the hangers-on out. The situation at Brands 
Hatch was ludicrous. The RAC’s system of allocating pit 
Passes was generally beyond comprehension. Bona fide jour 
nalists were refused point blank proper passes while notor- 
ious hangers-on got them and abused them. Consequently the 
pit road was permanently filled with people who had abso- 
lutely no right to be there at all. When Niki Lauda tried to 
get out of the pits, the exit was blocked with people and the 
marshal who should have been clearing them away was busy 
moving his course car into a position where he could do a 
lap of honour! 

The officials of the meeting, who have a hospitality cara- 
van virtually on the startline (in which they seem to spend 
the majority of the meeting) just did not have a clue what 
was going on. Unfortunately for the Ferrari team, their 
inactivity cannot really be remedied—it's easy to exclude 
somebody from the results but to put somebody in is a 
different matter altogether. 

The RAC should swallow their pride and get together all 
the experienced organisers in this country to run the event. 
It can still be called the RAC John Player Grand Prix, but run 
by professionals, not once-a-year amateurs, and it will con- 
sequently have a much better image.

Defending champion Bill Brack 
moved closer to retaining his title 
as Canadian Champion when h 
took the fifth round of the 
Player's Canadian F/Attantic 
championship, held at the 1.3 
mile Sanair circuit outside Mont 
real on July 14. It was the 
Second straight series win for 
the Lotus-based STP Crosty 
FA174-Hart. Finishing second wa: 
the Opert Chevron B27-Hart of 
‘Swede Bertil Roos, while Ameri- 
can Tom Klausler took third In 
his Lola T360-Smith, 


Qualifying had seen Canadian 
Bruce Jensen put his March 74B- 
Hart on pole with a 49.0 5. Bertil 
Roos joined the front row with 
4 49.2 5 having found a sponsor 
on a race-by-race basis which will 
allow him to continue in the 
‘Opert car it seems, Behind them 
came Gary Magwood (March 73B- 
Hart) making bis first 1974 
Facing appearance, recording a 
49.5 and Bill Brack on 49.6, 
after experiencing some practice 
dramas with his gears breaking 
up. It was Interesting to see 
American David Loring at the 
Wheel of the Schweppes March 
74B-Greatorex albeit. some way 
back. The car had been exten- 
sively rebuilt after its Mosport 
shunt in which driver Gilles Vil- 
Teneuve had broken his leg 

From the start of the 80 lap 
race, the field charged off down 
the dragstrip into the 180 degree 
first corner, Brack and Magwood 
arrived as one with the STP car 
scrambling around, hotly pursued 
by Magwood, Jensen and Roos. 
At the end of iap one, Roos had 
Passed Jensen. On the next lap, 
Roos was up to second and then 
took top spot at the end of the 
drag strip on lap three. After 
five laps, Roos, Brack and Mag: 
wood were opening a gap on 
everyone else, headed by Jensen, 
Craig Hill, the Lolas of Bili 
O'Connor and Tom Klausler, Bob 
Brown and the rest. 
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On lap 9 Magwood was out, 
having got off onto the marble: 
lapping a car and hitting a con- 
crete wall. A water line broke 
and his legs were scalded. Two 
Iaps later, O'Connor was also 
out, the victim of & tightening 
motor 

‘At quarter distance Roos had 
8 5 on Brack, while Jensen was 
8 solid third trailed by Klausler, 
and the Marches of Charlie Gib: 
son, Loring and Brown plus Wink 
Bancroft’s Chevron. Hill was 
forced out with ignition problems 
fon lap 22. There was no change 
to half distance, but it seemed 
that Bertil lowing. Hi 
not pulling away from a 
Loring and Brack was closing. 
Then on lap 44 Brack was 
through. Bertil's tyres had gone 
‘off and his motor refused to rev 
about 8800. Once past, the STP 
Crosty began to open’ the gap. 
Almost los among all chis was 
Jensen who had retired on lap 
44 with a broken driveshaft 

And so the race wound on 
with Brack a comfortable victor 
over arch rival Roos. Klausler 
took a good third despite holding 
his visor on for the last 25 laps 
after a helmet screw broke while 
Loring had got up to fourth when 
Gibson spun, only for the drive 
shaft to break two laps trom 
the end, which put Gibson back 
up a place and dropped the 
Schweppes car to ninth. Brown 
drove a steady if unspectacular 
race into fifth followed by Ban- 
croft. Only the top three cars 
completed the full distance of 79 
laps, as the race was flagged one 
lap early.

With a few of the regular 2litre runne 
Preparing for Angola, it seemed the entry at 
A sun-baked Misano would be a little thin. 
Not a bit! 35 cars turned up to vie for 23 
places on the grid, including all the serious 
leading contenders. The race here “ar 
‘marked the opening of the Autodromo Sant

not taken place, attention seemingly being 
directed now towards Mugello.

‘The Osella Abarths were the thickest on 
the ground, but it was once again the Alpine 
Renault equipe setting the pace. Both the 
works and the Swiss Cheese backed teams 
had two cars each on hand and had been 
present most of the week with Jean-Pierre 
Jabouille and Alain Serpagai coming straight 
trom Mugello. In the one and a half hour 
session on Friday, Jabouille was down to 
1m 16.3 s followed by Serpaggi and Lar-

“‘not less than 300 bhp,” but the Pederzai 
brothers are short of money to run the cai 
which looked rather tatty, and had on hand a 
few hydraulic ‘machinery. mechanics to help 
‘out!

‘grafted on to the rear body. The big problem 
Was overheating. “There is plenty of power 
when cold, but this fades when the engine 
is hot,” explained Jaussaud, 

On the same time of 1m 168 s, Chris 
Craft was the fastest of the Abarths with his 
works PA2. Like all the Abarth drivers, he 
was full of praise for the chassis and hand- 
ling, but the engines are woefully low on 
power. mostly in the 260 bhp range and 
Suffered all weekend from overheating 
Broblems. ‘Chris did "however have a new, 

tter rear wing with a reversed dam on the 
back which gave a couple hundred rev more, 
without overheating Pino Pica, in Brambilla's 
Usual car was in good form, managing to spin 


‘a good many times on Friday on his way to 
1 m 178 s for seventh fastest. Lafosse was 
on the next row, 0.2 s slower in the Gitanes 
backed car and running a tired engine ag 
there are just no more back at the factory. 

Next to Serpaggi on row three, John Lepp 
planted the works Chevron B26 in Pedro 
Domecq guise, complete with the Hart 2-litre 
motor having got down to 1m 17.1 8. On 
Friday a puncture halted his progress, while 
the seal on the spigot shaft went on’ Satur- 
day. The team were rather annoyed that tyres 
‘were not available, from Firestone, which they 
had been expecting and at one point, Lepp 
was running three different compounds to 
Save one good set for the race. The basic 
trouble lies in the fact that Firestone have 
been developing a two ply tyre generally, 
while the Chevron runs on four ply. Team 
mate Rafael Barrios in the second Domecq B26 
was using a 1970 Richardson FVC, but on 
Friday after just five laps In the dry, the rear 
master cylinder broke, so that the fronts 
locked up, badly blistering the front tyres 
and Rafael had to wait until Saturday to get 
down to his 1 m 188 s for a place on the 
seventh row 

Next to Plea, on the fourth row, Jean 
Ragnotti managed the same time of 1 m 17.8 5 
a little later in the Antar works March 74S. 
Gone was the BMW engine, replaced by a 
Cosworth BDG, rebuild costs and unreliability 
forcing the decision, The Frenchman looked 
‘a trifle hairy at cimes, even managing to cock 
‘a front wheel in places, before stopping on 
the track with no fuel’ pressure, A smaller 
Wing and front splitter was tried on Saturday 
with improved results, but before the end, the 
front oil seal on the gearbox went. This’ was 
the only car 10 run on Goodyear tyres of the 
qualifiers. 

‘Also on the same time as Ragnotti and 
Pica was Gianfranco” in a private Abarth 
PA2, while Jorg de Bagration had his Tergal 
backed example and the very rotund “ Alval 
got in at the back after two qualifiers fale 
to appear. Eleventh fastest, being one of the 
few others unable to improve on their Friday 
times, was Dave Walker in the Obermoser 
To) $8 02 with Schnitzer BMW power. Like 
everyone else, it was a matter of setting 
up on Friday, though « puncture towards the 
fend did. not’ help, The motor was changed 
for the F2 unit from Mugello for a comparison 
on Saturday, but this was missing so the

Manfred Mohr equalled Walker's 1 m 18.3 5 
later in the compact AMS which had a Cos- 
worth BDG fitted after the 1900 Novamotor 
was found to be down on power. The half- 
shaft broke when the track was dry and 
When he got going at the end, a puncture 
ensued. The BDG though was suffering from 
high oil temperatures, traced to a problem 
with the sump so he was keeping his finge 
crossed for the race. Cosimo Turizio managec 
1m 19s next to Barrios in his BMW 
powered Lola T294 which caused some drama 
by coming round with flames engulfing the 
engine bay at one point. This, and the TOS, 
were the only cars: with BMW mills—a big 
change for Munich !

Jose Uriarte reappeared with his ex-

while che last qualifier was Jorg Zaborowski 
with his ancient B21-FVC. Claudio Francisci 
did not appear on race day having qualified 
his Chevron B23 with an Angelini Alfa engine, 
which blew on Saturday. Giancarlo Gagliardi 
also qualified the Ferraris V8 engined Lola 
‘7292, but this dropped a valve after the first

In 1975 we will have at least 24 different 
makes of Formula One cars. Count them, 
Parnelli, Brabham, Penske, Maki, Lola, Fitts 
paldi, Gurney, GRD, Token, Chevron, Ensign, 
‘Tyrrell, Lotus, and so on, Most of these teams 
will have a two car effort, some a three car 
effort, and at any one of 15 Grands Prix 
we will be faced with upwards of 50 Formula 
One cars stuffed into 25 pits trying to qualify 
for 22 or 26 or maybe even 34 grid positions. 

With the noble exception of his lordship 
every one of these teams will have sponsors’ 
commitments; a guarantee to their backers 
that they will make good showing. How 
many Betas, Matchboxes, Die Hards are going 
to tolerate “could not qualify” excuses for 
results ? The amount a sponsor gives a team 
is but the tip of the iceberg of what they spend 
Promoting that car, and it would not take too 
many no shows before they start filing Breach 
of Contract Suit. Imagine that kind of cover 
age! How many Grands Prix will it be before 

je results are decided weeks in advance by 
shifty-eyed, talking market men who 
would position the cars up and down the 
result charts like billboards in Piccadilly 
Circus! No ho-ha; what price glory Mr 
Marlboro ? 

So what's the answer, are we to see heats 
and final a la Formula Ford or will we have 
the also-ran race for non qualifiers? Either 
of these are far better than 19 cars packing 
up and going home after not qualifying 
because they didn't have “this week's” 
Goodyears. But no, that's not the answer. the 
answer 1s organisation, professional organisa. 
tion, by all of these governing bodies in GP 
racing, together with each other; instead of 
these stupid play power games they pull over 
each other. If the GPDA, FIA, CSI, FICA, 
et al, don't get together, and bloody fast, they 
fare all going to find themselves facing the 
FISA (Formula 1 Sponsors Association), and 
the FISA won't pull any punches about who's

In 1972 Andy Granatelli foresaw this whole 
dilemma and proposed a World Championship 
based on the idea of having 12 races—one a 
month—in 12 different countries. Each round 
would carry a purse equal to the Indy 500 and 
this championship would be organised with 
the efficiency of the 500. The entire month 
would be devoted to that round. Qualifying 
and practice would take place all throughout 
the first three weeks. The organisers would 
have 30 day gate receipts, not three days. The 
sponsors would have 30 days of promotion 
campaigns, not just one week. The champion- 
ship round would take place in the last 
weekend, The fastest 25 qualifiers guaranteed 
a start. All the teams would have three weeks 
‘and 10 official qualifying sessions in which to 
set their times. The remainder of the grid 
‘would be determined by the top finishers in 
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‘a qualifying race or races if necessary, held 
the weekend prior to the championship round. 

‘The professional organisation of the World 
Championship would be carried right down 
the ladder to the promoters, sponsors, doctors, 
communications and to the marshals. The 
marshals would travel with the circus, they 
would be the same for every race, but they 
‘would have to qualify for this honour. Indivi 
dually they would be tested in flagging, com: 
‘munication and first aid. In teams of four they 
would be trained in fire fighting, extracting the 
driver, diverting race traffic, removing wrecked 
cars. These marshals would be taught by the 
Constructors, where and how to shut off the 
petrol and electrics, how to remove steering 
wheels, steering racks, body and  chassi 
panels. They would be trained in how to use 
8 port-a-pax, bolt cutters, first aid and fire 
fighting equipment. The Grand Prix marshals 
would move with the proficiency and confi 
dence of the best pit crew. These marshals 
‘would be paid complementary wage and 
living expense and would be on the job every 
time 

The doctors too would be paid complemen. 
tary wages and they too would always be on 
duty. Some would be stationed with the two 
mobile medical units and some would man 
fast moving. fully equipped ambulances 
stationed strategically around the track and 
every doctor would have full medical know 
ledge available on every driver participating. 
They also would know where and how to get 
equipment and medication not at the track. 
There, would also. be a medical helicopter 
available for extreme emergencies

The new GP Medical Unit 


At a short dedication service outside St Paul's 
Cathedral on the Wednesday prior to the 
British Grand Prix meeting, the new, long 
awaited International Grand Prix Medical 
Unit was unveiled, 

This new unk replaces the one which has 
seen regular service at all major meetings 
throughout Europe during the past seven 
years. The original idea for a mobile hospital 
came from Louls Stanley following the nasty 
Fi accident at Spa in 1966, Stanley has been 
responsible for the unit since then. With seven 
years of active service behind it, the old unit 
Was becoming out-dated and two years ago a 
new replacement vehicle was conceived. The 
new vehicle was scheduled to appear at the 
Race of Champions ehis year but industrial dis- 
putes during the winter delayed its comple. 
Hon until now. Built Into the new unit are 
many modifications learnt during the past 
seven years and 95% of the equipment is 
British, It has all the latest in surgical equip: 
ment including an entirely new anaesthetics 
system which was only introduced a few 
months ago, 

‘The equipping and designing of the new 
unit has been in the hands of a combined 
BRM team in conjunction with specialist 
suppliers and a team of medical advisers. 

Louis Stanley tells us that the new Mobile 
Unit has cost over £65,000. The old unit has 
been sold to a Middle Eastern government for 
£45,000 and the £20,000 difference has been 
met by BRM themselves, 

‘The unit has already been inspected by 
high ranking officials of the armed forces 
from Commonwealth countries and also 
medical surgeons from America and “their 
Unanimous verdict was that the facilities pro- 
vided in such a compact form were on par 
With the most modern hospitals and that 
virtually any operation could be accomplished 
without ‘concern to the safety of the 
Patient 

‘The unit itself is basically built to a 
standard 40 ft container module with the 
body mounted on a separate two axle suspen: 
sion and landing leg assembly. The interior Is 
completely hygienic, insulated and air con: 
ditoned, not: only’ to cater for extreme 
variations of climate but to ensure ideal 
temperature and sterile conditions for deep 
surgery. 

‘The unit comprises three departments—a 
small reception area, and examination/minor 
surgery room and a main operating theatre 
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Extra accommodation for minor treatment is 
provided by an enclosed awning erected on 
the side of the vehicle with two-way tele 
phone communication to the internal services 

Normal entrance to the reception area is by 
stairway, but stretcher patients are received 
fon a powered lift platform which raises the 
patient from the ground to inside floor level 
Movement of the lift is controlled by a hand 
pendant which allows the theatre technician 
to render resuscitation to the patient if 
necessary while still on the platform, 

The examination room contains esse 
services. for examination and diagnosis in. 


Cluding X-ray also for resuscitation, general 
‘medical treatment and minor surgery. The 
reception room contains a large refrigerator 


for blood and appropriate drugs. This incor 
porates a device which stores electrical 
Current to maintain temperature control for 
2 period of 12 hours when the vehicle is in 
transit or off duty 

The operating table is served by its own 
anaesthetics unit, monitored by a central wall: 
mounted rail system. The latest design of 
self-propelled X-ray machine with battery 
electric: mobility Is also. installed, complete 
With protective screen and processing equip- 
ment with plates developed in a matter of 
seconds

spotlights. A modular cardiac’ monitoring 
System comprising electrocardiograph, rate:

‘All basic services of water, fuel, electric 
controls and switch gear, storage batteries, 


Renerators and anaesthetic gas supplies are 
Contained in thelr own compartments below 
the floor 

The hespital is normally connected by 
cable to a mains power supply, but if this 
is not available power is derived from two 


Kenerators for the majority of electrical 
Fequirements, The stretcher ift, pilot lighting, 
yperating table lights and ‘supplementary 
exterior lighting Is from. separate. stcrage 
batteries enabling services to still function tn 
an emergency through power failure. 

The old unit, according to the figures in 


the release, was used over 400 times and 
saved 12 lives 

The annual running costs according to 
Stanley are in the region of £10,000 per annum 
for wages and general maintenance which i 
made up of donations and BRM funds. "We 
fre attempting to put something worthwhile 
back into the sport,” said Stanley. 

‘The new unit was seen for the first time 
at Brands Hatch last weekend drawn by 
Hertz truck. “ Walter Hayes gave me permis. 
sion to sell the other one and has promised 
S new one,” said Stanley.

‘The Grand Prix world had almost forgotten the old bugbear of punctures, but the British round 
last Saturday brought it all back ax a plague. A tiny leak in a rear tyre cost Niki Lauda a 
clear victory, the lead in the World Champlonship, and several hours of dispute with the 


about 20 laps from the end. Somehow, he knew not where 
Wve run over debris and his right rear tyre was punctured. It was a very 
‘small hole and the loss of pressure was slow, but it was inexorable. About ten laps from 
the end the Ferrari was slowing visibly, and sharp-eyed observers could see the profile of the 
Goodyear lose its fullness. Lauda had already lapped his teammate Clay Regazzoni—who had 
himself suffered « punctured tyre earlier—but now he dropped back behind. Then Jody Scheck- 
ter, who ever since the start of the race had been driving strongly in a lonely second place, 
overtook. Still, centrifugal force kept the all but empty tyre up approximately to shape on 
the straights, and by coincidence most of the corners around Brands Hatch loaded the opposite 
side, but lap by lap the three curves to the left gradually destroyed the right rear. Smoke 
began to curt from the edges, and bits of rubber flew off, and finally = great flap of the tread 
came loose. 

"The cool-headed Austrian had been ignoring frantic Italian signals from his pit, preferring 
to gamble that staying on the track would cost less time overall than stopping to change 
wheels, but now on the 74th lap—just one from the end—with the whole machine shaking 
violentiy and striking sparks from the road and the wheel spinning almost freely within the 
remaining shreds of rubber, he veered off into the pits entrance. There his anxiously waiting 
men gave him a fresh wheel within 15 seconds, and Lauda roared down the pits road to 
rejoin the race and salvage what points he might. But a crowd of Idlers had flooded across the 
road to watch Scheckter’s EIf Tyrrell take the chequered flag, there was also an official course 
car in the way, and an official with a red flag obliged the Ferrari to stop. Niki went no farther 
from there, a point only yards from the finish of what should have been his 74th lap. He 
was classified ninth, seven positions behind Emerson Fittipaldi, whose six fresh points moved 
hhim back up ahead of Lauda in the points standings by one. 

‘There were naturally several hours of discussion behind closed doors afterward, but the 
ffclal heart remained unmoved and the Ferrari team left Britain with an extremely foul taste

ENTRY 


Almost @ third of those hoping to participate 
in the John Player Grand Prix, 10th of the 
season's 15 rounds, were bound to be dis- 
appointed. Despite a petition from one team, 
the size of the grid was held to 25 allowed 
starters. The recent CSI directive that every 
genuine entry be accepted was being honoured, 
nd even when two entered drivers did not 
present themselves for practice there were 
Still 34 of them—and they had brought 45 
Formula 1 cars—flogging around 2.65, miles 
of bumpy Brands Hatch trying to qualify. 

A few weeks before, representatives of all 
parties in the entries-limitation dispute had 
hammered out an agreement that at the 
British race a preliminary hour of practice 
would be laid on to weeding out the slowest 
“tr the unluckiest—of those entrants that 
had mot yet scored championship points. This. 
sensible-sounding solution was rejected by an- 
‘Other member of the Fl Association iself, 
‘and in the end everyone was permitted to take 
to the circuit during all practice sessions, 
This free-for-all carried with it the risk that, 
as had already happened at certain other 
circuits earlier in the year, so many drivers 
would be out at once that they would all trip 
over each other and nobody would be able 
to go fast. Therefore an arrangement was 
set up whereby observers would keep track 
of cars actually running and officials would 
prevent more than 26 going out of the pits at 
the same time. In fact, during the natural 
course of events, this many cars seldom if 
fever were ready to use the circuit at once and 
no restriction was found to be necessary. 

"The drivers not appearing were Andy Sut- 
cliffe, who was entered in one of the Finotto 
Brabhams, and John Surtees who never actual- 
ty climbed into his third car. There was a 
further modification in the entry list, as after 
‘a few laps of trying Guy Edwards decided his 
injuries from his Mallory Park F5000 crash 
were preventing him giving his best and he 
turned his Embassy Hill Lola over to Peter 
Gethin. As for the rest, there were few 
surprises in the paddock either in terms of 
personalities or mechanisms, and everyone 
Bot on with the total of five hours of practice

at all. Aé for the puzzling front tyre_problem 
which spoilt the French GP for Ferrari— 
Lauda said examination showed che tyres had 
gone egg-shaped—there still seemed to be a 
Sense of puzzlement about the reasons but 
also a sense of comfort from the fact that 
Brands Hatch Is very different from Dijon 
Prénais and presumably the mysterious com:

On each 
Jap it would come grinding down into a 
corner looking steady but right on the limit, 
front tyres scrubbing hard under the brakes: 
‘at a definite point the braking would stop and 
the power would go on hard and the back 
tyres would drive strongly away, perhaps 
crabbing sideways a little and leaving grey 
streaks. It was very satisfying to watch in a 
technical sort of way, and it was obviously 
the work of a person earnestly striving to 
polish himself. 

Jackie Stewart, who has taken to giving « 
very lucid and much appreciated talk about 
the circuit and its problems in the Elf marquee 
before each race he attends, suggested that 
practice form had convinced him that Peter- 
Son would not be able to maintain the pace 
but that Lauda would and that Scheckter 
would chase the Ferrari all the way. 

Carlos Reutemann completed the second 
pair, half a second off the front row pace, 
and’ at last one could feel that Lole was 
‘getting back on to early season form. He was 
putting particular effort into driving this 
week, having realised, as someone on his 
team put it, just how furiously hard one has 
‘to go these days. The little BT44 was giving 
him full support, riding perhaps the most 
smoothly of the ‘non-JPS chassis and there- 
fore remaining very well balanced over bumps 
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The Argentine Carlos was quite happy with 
things afver it was all over 

Not $0 the Brazilian one, however, for Pace, 
newly planted in the works team upon the 
retirement of von Opel, was having a practice 
full of drama. The first session of the meet- 
ing, his very first acquaintance with the 44, 
bar a few laps ax Goodwood, ended in a cloud 
of tyre smoke and steam, He had come 
bounding up the front straight into Paddock, 
overhauling the Lyncar as he went, and 
decided there was room to shoot by under- 
neath before the apex of Paddock Bend. But 
the ocher driver apparently didn’t see him, or 
didn’t expect him to carry through the man: 
oeuvre and pinched in on his normal line. The 
two cars touched and the Brabham spun off 
over the crest of the hill. Pace turned round 
and set off again, but a few hundred yards 
later he realised water and steam were spurt 
ing from a crack in a radiator pipe where it 
follows the outside left edge of the mono- 
coque, and he parked at the roadside. During 
the rest of the day-and-a-haif of practice he 
found that his handling was very much off. A 

ial of the spare car revealed that it wasn't 
him, it was definitely his car, and eventually 
it Was discovered that in fact one of the front 
suspension wishbones had a duff pivot and 
was virtually seized. That made the handling 
jerky, “all front-and-rear,” and everyone was 
relieved to know that his 20th grid place had 
‘@ mechanical excuse, 

The Evening News had put up a prize for 
the best lap of the first session of practice, 
and it was taken by none other than one 
Tom Pryce. The UOP Shadow recruit, doing 
his fourth GP, had achieved tm 21.4 5 by 


Jacky Ickx’s consistency in the Lotus 72E paid off for the second GP in succession, 


the time everyone was flagged off the track, 
and ¢o his delighted team he staggered back 
with 100 bottles of Heidsieck Champagne, A 
fine way to cement the good opinion they'd 
had of him anyway! Tom went on to improve 
steadily throughout the rest of practice, and 
fended up on the third row of the grid. 
‘Quietly pleased with his performance, but 
careful not £0 appear big-headed, the young 
Welshman remarked that, “Because we have 
to run a lot of wing the stecring is very heavy, 
and the worst bumps try to knock the wheel 
out of your hands; I don't think I'l be keep- 
ing up this kind of speed in the race... 
In fact the two DN3s looked very badiy 
affected by the bumps of Brands, cavorting 
oss certain patches like rocking horses, 
that under these conditions Jean-Pierre Jarier 
was not as outstanding as his teammate was 
Understandable, for his wrist could nat. yet 
have healed. He replied to solicitous enquiries 
by saying briefly, "I can drive.” His 16th grid 
place was achieved despite two further handi- 
caps coming from his car. On Thursday a 
loosening rear wheel gave bad handling before 
ke was traced, while on Friday just. before 
his maximum effort his final drive packed up. 
it was a source of rather stupid and 
very unfeeling—but quite inevitable—jesting 
that the man alongside Pryce on the thir 
row was James Hunt, In everyone's mind wa 
the sight of these two shunting together at 
the start of the two previous races, and that 
they would be starting on even terms this time 
captured many low. imaginations. Nobody

As for James’ car, there was noth- 
ing new about his Hesketh 308 except that it 
was a new one, Chassis 2 was heavily 
damaged at Dijon but now chassis 3 was 
complete and the team was fully up to

BRM, which was by a wide margin the quick- 
est of the BRMs at Brands. In fact there 
were four BRMs, as the car Migault raced 
was only put into action—it having 
arrived back from tesing In Canads- 
his intended race car developed engine trouble 


late in practice, Neither Jean Pierre Beltoise 
nor Henri Pescarolo could get their P201s co 
g0 around Brands. Beltoise as team leader 
Was using one of the new-model type 192 
engines, with its shorter stroke and wider 
valve angles, all during practice; this per- 
sisted in oiling the clutch on the first day 
‘and gradually blew ouc all its oil on the 
second, s0 finally it was sent back to Bourne 
for more attention to scavenging and oil 
control in the bottom end, 

‘Arturo Merzario, safely arrived with no new 
injuries, ultimately had his choice of both Iso- 
Mariboros, Tom Belso reached a point where 
he could suggest no more ways to make his 
older chassis faster, and when it became clear 
he was not going to qualify he was asked 
to step down, Merzario had just had a giant 
blow up (the Williams team's fourth engine 
loss in two weeks) so he filled in the last 
session with the other car, and quickly lapped 
it over 14 seconds better than it had gone 
before. He did opt to race his original car, 
which had been cleaned up in detail with 
modified radiator ducting and an experimental 
new, narrower nosepiece. 

Jochen Mass was one of four drivers to 
record I m 21.6, using one of the trio of 
Mark 3 Bang & Olufsen TS16 Surtees on 
hand. His qualification came after using ¢wo

Both Regazzoni and 
Hulme found their engines off, and Regga had 
his changed over the lunch ‘time while The 
Bear had the team’s spare car readied just 
in case changing electrical bits didn't cure his 
own machine. Purley’s car burst into lame 
for an instant, while Mass got stuck in the 
teeming traffic jams outside the main gate 
‘and did not arrive in time to practice ; bed- 
ding of brake pads was done for him by Bell 
‘AS for tyre sizes, some Goodyear teams split 
up the choice, giving one man the normal 

13 inch rears while the other had the newer 
15s; generally the quicker ones had the 13s. 
In Firestone ranks, where curiously enough 
Brands Hatch had ‘prompted the technicians 
to produce 13-inch rears along with thei 
normal 15s, most drivers chose the 15s. It 
all seemed to be a matter of tyre alr volume;

around the lap to the grid Peter sprinted up 
and climbed hurriedly Into the spare car, 
Which was set up to Hill's dimensions. Mean: 
while, Scheckter had come back complaining 
strongly about his tyres, which were found to 
have been put onto the wrong sides, 30 
hastily his wheels were reversed. But at ieast 
Hulme’s engine was all right, and his T-car 
was pushed away ! 

‘There was a new starting procedure in 
use in this race. Everyone restarted their 
engines now and drove from the dummy grid 
fon around a second complete lap, roughly 
holding position but free to warm up their 
tyres and brakes, and came once more to 
their grid places. Here they paused a moment, 
engines still revving, and awaited the Union 
Jack. Opposite each of the 12 rows stood an 
official observer ready to detect any start 
jumping. 

It was to everybody's relief a clean start 
nobody got tangied up together, and all 2 
spurted up Paddock Hill and down the other 
side without incident. Peterson on the better 
side of the front row seemed to get too much 
wheelspin and then lagged, and two pairs 
behind Hunt also lagged badly and many 
‘others streamed around him. Regazzoni, how: 
ever, got off to a demon start. So it was 
Lauda from the bad" side who arrived into 
the first corner first, and it was Scheckter 
ight behind him with Regazzoni shouldering 
up into third and Peterson bottled up behind 
for fourth. There was a great savage metal 
river coming along next, but somehow there 
was not any collision and everyone filterest 
into a place in the stream and settled into 
the race in the order granted by fortune. 

Lauda completed the first lgp in 1m 29-5, 
and hared round the heaves and ripples of 
Clearways a startling 2 s in advance of 
Scheckter.

Not everybody had tyre trouble. Schenken

spring mounting going awry. but was able 
to carry on. Brambilla stopped on the circuit 
not far from the wreckage of the other 
March with his fuel pressure gone away, 
while both Pescarolo and Merzario retired of 
engine failure. So did Depailler, his DFV just 
cutting out dead past the pits so he had 
to steer onto the grass beyond Paddock bend 
and walk home. Hailwood, whose engine had 
been seriously overheating right from the 
start and who had been using only 9500 rpm. 
got Into a slide at Hawthom’s and with 
reduced power could not catch it so it turned 
into a spin.

That meant that really 
only the first three drivers in the race were 
still in healthy machines. Lauda was chiming. 
along without threat from Scheckter, who 
after a mid-race trial had decided that 
nothing would be gained from holding the 
Tyrrell “too close to the edge.” The gap 
between them was a fairly steady 8 s oF 0, 

ttipaldi's car was going well enough—an 
inidal understeer had magically disappeared 
once Reutemann's air turbulence had vanished 
from in front of his aerofoils !—but he was 
not even in sight of the leaders.

A rear 
wheel was changed, but the New Zealander 
reported later that it must have been a more 
basic problem as the rear end continued to 
behave very mysteriously, Bailey, Musetti 
and Walkinshaw were all equidistant bebind 
Crawford while Wentz was alone in seventh, 
Friswell having retired his splitterless car 
before he bent it. Behind Rouse, Wardle’s 
misery over Smiley's antics was over when 
the Elden retired with a blown engine. Rous 
dropped from the scene on lap 13 with @ 
broken throttle cable, although causing aggra- 
vation, in doing so, He decided to take a 
short cut to the pits via the Club circuit, 
frightening Musetti_as he suddenly appeared 
in the middle of Clearways. Williams wasn't 
prepared to let Wardle go away and tagged 
on behind with Brise joining in soon after: 
wards. Mallock had caught up very well 
and was next up and closing, 

By lap 15 Bailey, Musetti and Walkinshaw 
were all very close but then, on successive 
taps, they dropped out. Bailey was the first 
to go when he spun at Dingle Dell and clip- 
ped. the barrier and then Musetti, after his 
most competitive outing ever since leaving 
FF, was rammed by one of the dreadfully 
slow backmarkers at Druids which bent a 
‘Steering arm. ‘Then came the worst incident 
of the race. Walkinshaw, who had looked to 
be going very comfortably, attempted to turn 
his Modus through Westfield when the steer- 
ing wheel rim came away in his hands. With 
some crafty footwork he managed to half 
spin the car and thus hit the armco sideways 
fon instead of head on. The car was abso- 
lutely totalled and Tom was tater found to 
have torn knee Hgaments. 

Now, behind the Stiller cars (which were 
having’ some terrible moments with back- 
markers), Crawford was third but the engine 
was starting to miss badly on some corners, 
‘According to Brian Hart this was due to a 
change of carburetters which had then not 
been properly tuned. Jim was also troubled 
by his splitter being half tucked under the 
nose and suddenly Wentz began to make 
ground, On the 24th and penultimate .tour 
they were virtually nose to tail, but Craw- 
ford's craft enabled him to hold off the 
‘American by a fraction at the end. Jones 
having taken the flag some 405 earlier, 155 
before Morgan. 

Brise was next up having got passed Wil- 
liams who had no fourth gear, just before 
the end. Wardle had dropped well back from 
this bunch when he spun at Stirtings which 
Glevated the very determined Mallock to 
seventh.

racing, there was lots of action to make up

Tt was more like winter than mid-July for 
the opening race, the Formula Ford encounter, 
held in pouring rain, Jim Sherry and Garry 
Gibson were the pace setters from the start 
with Harry Acheson spinning his Crossle 25F 
out of third spot at Esso on the first lap. The 
two leading Crossle 25Fs literally ran away 
from the rest, with Sherry winning by 0.8 s. 
Eddie Jordan, one of the most improved 
drivers of the season, took a steady third in 
his Crossle 20F from George Russell (16F) 
and a recovered Acheson. Best of the English 
drivers was Dublin-born Alo Lawler who took 
his Hawke DLII into sixth to take the place 
from Trevor Templeton (Lotus 69F) by 0.4. 
John Murphy (Hawke DLI1) and Colin Mac. 
lean (MRE 73F) never figured and both failed 
to. finish. 

‘The Atlantic line-up Included all the regu: 
lar Trish drivers, with the exception of Jay 
Pollock in the Desmond Mack Crossle 22F, a 
pair that must now be presumed to be well 
‘and truly on the top of the missing list 
having not appeared at Mondello since early 
May. Arthur Collier's March 73B was in the 
hands of Pat Woods, who has stepped out of 
‘Super Sports to try his hand at single-seaters, 
while Collier has gone from Atlantic to 
saloons with the ex-Chris Meek Escort. The 
expected English entry did not materialise 
‘due to the proximity of this outing with the 
more important British (sorry, John Player) 
Grand Prix meeting, but Peter Williams, of 
Essex, appeared to add a bit of variety, if 
not much serious competition with his Chev- 
ron. B27, 

‘The Texaco Leinster Trophy was run in 
two legs of 15 laps, and, as expected, Patsy 
McGarrity dominated the two legs. As the 
Chevron B25 shot into the lead of the first 
leg, followed by Des Donnelly (March 73B) 
and Bill Gowdy (Brabham BT30), there was a 
mix-up at Shell between Walter Kinnear 
(Lotus 69) and Nelson Todd (Chevron B20). 
Donnelly kept up the pressure to the finish to 
be rewarded by second, only a second be- 
hind McGarity and littie Bill Gowdy drove 
with great verve and determination to pass 
Fildes into third. Kinnear recovered to finish 
fifth after a close scrap with Tony Martin 
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(March 72B), with Williams a’ lap down in 
Seventh spot. David Lambe was in for hard 
luck for having taken Gowdy to. slot into 
third place after six laps, his March 72B 
expired. 

‘All the saloons were lumped together in the 
Elkinson Trophy race, with only. the Escort 


FVCs of Matte McNamara and Rosemary 
Smith In the over 1350 cc class, McNamai 
had it all to himself way out in front, with 


Stee Griffin in his Breakaway 1.3 Mini getting 
well away from Rosemary, David Hall (1.0 
Imp) and the rest of the 1.3 Minis. Rosemary 
and David became engaged in a David versus 


Goliath battle, appropriately won by David 
in the little Imp. So furious was their pace 
that they gradually hauled in Griffin, but 


Stee snatched back third on the last lap from 
Rosie, who set the fastest lap in her Unwins 
Excort. 

The opening laps of the Holmpatrick Trophy 
saw a ding dong carve up between leader 
Don Kissane and Brian Tuite, with the latter 
getting in front to win by 3.6 s which is a 
big margin in. modsports racing. John Gale, 


Atnie Black and Austin Whelan failed to 
challenge the leaders, with Gale lucky to 
nish third with a very sick motor. And as a 


change from the MG Midgets, there was a 
lively no-quarter-given race for sixth between 


Spitfire drivers Martin Andrews and Mick 
Fitzsimmons. P. J. Fallon and Liam Plower 
were never seriously in the picture this 
time, both having off course excursion 


Afterwards there was some aggro regarding 
the mods permitted in this class. Kissane 
was unhappy that Tuite ran on hand-cut 
slicks, three-year-old Dunlops with tread 
patterns made by a soldering iron, while 
Kissane's “legal” treaded tyres are last 
year's Firestone intermédiates. “I passed him 
On the straight” said Tuite, who maintained 
that his tyres make no difference. But for the 
good of the class, and to keep expense down 
fo reasonable proportions, strict limits will 
have to be enforced on tyres, suspension 
mods ete 

The Englebert Trophy for Super Sports 
was yet another Richie Heeley benefit, the 
familiar Capital Tea Gryphon C73/4 leading 
throughout with Heeley chased hard by John 
Keaney in Eddie Regan's Gryphon. 
Former saloon and Formula Ford 
racer. Keaney was only 0.4 8  bebind 
Heeley and set fastest lap. Mike Martin 
ran a lone third in his U2-Sizaler; English 
driver Ray Edge retired his U2 Mk 15 after 
a dice with fourth man Derek Shortall (C4A), 
and Richie Conroy swiped the nose off his 
Gryphon in a spin at Dunlop. 

‘After a handicap race, the Atlantics were 
out for the 2nd leg of the Texaco Leinster 


‘Austin Whelan, Liam Plower, John Gale, Arnie 


Trophy, and as the cars lined up on the grid 
the skies darkened with black rain clouds. 
Most of the quick men opted to stay on 
slicks, with Bill Gowdy choosing wet tyres. 
Gowdy's decision looked like being the right 
fone as the first four laps were run off on a 
damp track, and he ran a very close second 
to McGarrity, with Donnelly dropping back 

he slid wide under braking for the first 
turn. As the surface dried out, Gowdy's advan. 
tage was lost and he fell back behind Fildes, 
Donnelly and Nelson Todd, with Fildes moving 
ahead of Gowdy on time to displace him from 
third on aggregate by the tenth lap. Overall, 
McGarrity was the undisputed victor from 
Donnelly, Fildes and Gowdy, Todd and John 
‘Smith (March 72B). Retirements included Wal- 
ter Kinnear, with the engine of his Lotus 69 
blowing spectacularly in a vast cloud of ex- 
pensive smoke on the second last lap, Peter 
Williams, Tony Martin and Pat Woods; but 
Martin and Kinnear were classified eighth and 
ninth respectively behind Tom — O'Leary 
(Brabham BT40); with Dermot McFeeley

Brabham’s mobile table 


By PETE LYONS 


It's a get-up-and-go outfit, Bernie Ecclestone’s 
Brabham team. Somehow their approach is 
different. It shows in the inventive yet 
straightforward design of their FI cars, and 
now they've demonstrated it again in the 
endearing little motor vehicle which, self 
powered, carts their wheels, toolboxes, alr 
Cylinders and blokes about the GP paddocks. 

‘When the specification was first confided to 
me, some weeks before actual introduction, 
I must say I was impressed. It was imme- 
diately obvious that here was the sort of 
‘advanced, indeed innovative, thinking that 
‘could lift the whole standard of the sport. 

‘The BT44} entered public life at Monte 
Carlo, where she, of course, attracted instant 
admiration. Mechanics from other teams, 
piled precariously atop bonnets and clinging 
Cringing to open van doors, watched enviously 
‘as Bernie's Boys made run after effortiess 
fun between the paddock on the seafront to 
the pits in the Qual Albert Jer, something lke 
‘a mile away. Much interest was taken in the 
design, and enquiries were made about replicas. 

‘One evening I was privileged to sample 
the performance and handling of this im- 
portant GP newcomer. Setting off from the 
Paddock and entering the circuit at the 
Portiere, just before the Tunnel, I managed 
to complete half a lap. My first’ impressions 
‘were of very smooth, light controls, excellent 
‘all-round visibility, and rather too responsive 
Steering. The motor gave starting accelera- 
tion, up to a point, of course, and there 
seemed to be quite’a lot of transmission 
noise, As for the all-independent suspension, 
the bumps were not so much absorbed as 
ignored. 

‘My half lap came to an end at the Rascasse 
hairpin, where 1 encountered Mike Doodson 
and Denis Jenkinson there on the street cor- 
ner having a quiet natter. Jenks, a joyous 
twinkle of discovery in his eyes which lit 
up the gloaming, sprang upon the instant 
‘up on the load platform; then, a huge grin 
just discernible through his whiskers, he 
used the support posts to lean far out to the 
inside of the corner—for all the world like 
‘a motorcycle sidecar passenger. 

Unhappily, from the apex of the Rascasse 
the road trends uphill. It was too much. The 
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engine roaring, the transmission screeching, 
we moved not another metre. 

T pushed to one side and sat guard while 
Dood kindly drove back to fetch my mechanic 
Genks had unobtrusively vanished). Bob Dance, 
himself, came out and, after a cursory check. 
over, jumped on to the driver's seat, started 
the ‘engine, and with no more ado drove 
away up the hill, With me aboard. I felt non- 
plussed. Something to do with transmission 


temperatures, I imagined; there had been 
10'm to cool down. 
‘Anyway, BT44}  ~1 disappeared for a 


couple of races while mods were carried out, 
‘and reappeared at Dijon. There in the paddock 


‘Suspension is all-independent. 


‘and on the pits road I was kindly granted 
another chance. 

The previous _single-speed-forward-plus 
reverse gearbox (made of DG Hewland parts) 
driven through a centrifugal clutch had been 
replaced with a disc clutch and a multi 
speed box from, somebody thought, “a 1953 
BSA—maybe a Bantam.” There were other 
refinements in the light of experience of 
Monaco, which is an extremely testing cir- 
cult; the drive wheels were now shod with 
‘solid rubber tyres as the previous pneumatic 
ones persisted in turning on the rims, and 
there were improved engine cooling di 

I was not given any preliminaries this tim 
but put right to work transhipping a load of 
wheels to the pits. The paddock was crowded 
with strolling people and bustling mechanics 
and racing cars being pushed, but I must 
say that even under these conditions of stress 
the little machine revealed a willing and 
forgiving personality. For some reason the 
steering seemed less abrupt than I had 
remembered, and the new box with its ratios 
‘of 32, 22 and 15 to one provided just the 
right ‘gearing for any condition, I delivered 
my load with dispatch and hurried back for 
more. 

Designer Gordon Murray later took me 
through his neat little creation point by point. 
Essentially a mobile tabletop, the vehicle has 
‘a loadbed-cum-chassis. in which the deck 
sheeting helps stiffen the frame, The sus- 
pension. is independent at 
Although there is no 
middle. At the front, there are sliding pillars 
fand rubber springs; the wheels at the back 
‘comers are sprung on one transverse torsion 
bar which is pinned to the chassis in the 
centre. Close examination reveals the fact, 
which some find startling, that these rear 
wheels do not, under static conditions, r 
the ground. The unladen trolley is held up 
at the back by a further set of wh 
‘Uhre in number, at the centreline, and 0 
fare the driving wheels. Alongside th 
the single brake, a Girling disc of 
dimensions and light weight. The steeri 
is through a Brabham rack of BT37 
and it is notable that there is available a 
fall 45 deg of lock in each direction—during 
the entirety of which the Akerman geometry 
remains spot on. Murray is very proud of 
the steering. 

Motive power comes from an air cooled 
350 ce Briggs & Stratton single cylinder 
engine producing, at a governed rev limit of 
3600, eight bhp. There is an electric starter, 
which doubles as a generator and hence runs 
all the time, An Fi Varley battery is incor 
porated into the comprehensive electrical 
System, which includes flashing yellow lights 
and a strident hooter. 

‘The revised transmission arrangements 
are controlled by a single stalk which rises 
—readily to hand—up by the driver's left 
leg. There are nominally four lever positions: 
as the original bottom gear of the motor 
cycle pattern has been’ discarded, neutral 
ie found by pulling the lever right back, and 
successive ratios are obtained by successive 
movements forward. There is no pawl 
arrangement left, so that finding the gears 
is a bit like finding the right note on a 
slide trombone. 

‘The clutch, ‘of course, is controlled by a 
cable-and-handlever arrangement on the stalk 

inely 
moulded glassfibre engine cover. There are 
only two foot pedals, for throttle and brake 
like a kart. ‘The racing steering wheel 
nicely placed in a dead horizontal plane, 
that driving the trolley is engagingly like 
driving a mini London omnibus. A simple 
panel-box on the right of the seat contains 
two switches and two buttons, controlling 
electric power, flashers, ignition ‘and the air- 
homs. By the driver's left ankle is a little 
hhatch, inside which are stowed the four 
loadbed support poles. 

‘The bed is 41 in in width overall, while 
the wheelbase is given as 40in. The all-up 
weight, unladen, is 420 Ib, of which 55 per 
cent Is carried’ on the front wheels. The 
maximum load seen so far is in excess of 
1,000 Ib. There is a tow hitch at the rear 
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which has been incorporated for towing the 
racing cars. The overall standard of con- 
struction is obviously very high, a tribute to 
Brabham's ace fabricator Bob Paton. As for 
the cost of producing this imaginative proto- 
Murray has apparently not dared to

SILVERSTONE 


Supersports victorious from scratch

Wright's Mini and David Bowles MGC but 
were to strike trouble when Elton went out 
with engine failure and the three quick mod- 
sports cars ran out of their allocated laps. 
Team Aston Martin had Robin Hamilton and 
‘Tom Leake in DB4 GTs and Malcolm Mac- 
Gregor, Richard Williams and David Preece in 
DBAs.

A late entry was a team from the 
Historie Sports Car Club of David Stephenson

Standen (Porsche 356). 

‘At the start it was Sid Marler who shot into 


the lead from Derek Walker and Brian Jordan 
and these three rapidly spaced out and pulled 
Well clear of the rest with the two Clubmar 
cars leaving the GT40. Behind it was like a 
modsports race with Win Percy (Datsun 2402) 
dicing with Barry Woode's Ginetta G15, and 
then Tom Leake (Aston DB4 GT) dicing with 
Bill Hopkins’ Morgan plus 8 ahead of Keith 
Ashby's Midget, Phil Axon’s MGB and David 
Willson’s Sprite. Marler had lapped the Austin 
Ulster Team after three laps and had lapped 
all but the first three cars after eight laps— 
& fine Ugering effort considering his clutch 
Slave cylinder had packed up and he was 
Changing gear without clutch disengagement.

After 
this half-hour Marler’s drive had put his team 
two laps clear on scratch whilst Barry Woode 
had put the Ginettas over two laps clear on 
handicap before stopping for Graham Lilwall 
to keep up the good work. Woode was fairly 
happy except for the rear brakes locking up a 
bit. On the track, Monoposto expert Brian 
Jordan was circulating consistently in his 
GT40 but carburation troubles meant he wa: 
down on power. Nevertheless he was to keep 
going for almost two hours before stopping to 
build up a good number of laps and pull 
the team up to third place on scratch. 

‘After 50m Righter's Cobra stopped on 
schedule to let the first of the Aces go out 
(Rambart’s) and Alan Goodman's Midget came 
in misfiring, the water pump having come 
Tose soaking the electrics and Chris Westell's 
Unipart bedecked car took over.

GN's exterior 
decorating plus the spoiler make the car look 
very functional for both motorway and road 
use and I think this was, perhaps, one of the 
best cars to use to uprate. At £2,000, 
good value. 

The engine mods don't make the car at all 
cammy and. keep it very. flexible. . Unfor- 
tunately, I didn't manage to do much open 
road motoring at reasonable speeds, which is 
pretty near impossible in British summer 
traffic anyway, but even in heavy traffic there 
was no problem with gearing and it would 
happily tickover at about 5 mph in queues in 
second gear with no jerking and lack of ride 
comfort. However, once under way it would 
quickly climb to 80 in third at around 6,000 
Fpm, 250 short of the red line. GN have

confidence in the predictable nature of the 
ear, which tended to understeer more than 
oversteer.

Standing starts tend to be slightly slower 
with lots of wheelspin than rather more 
leisurely efforts, but big black lines can be 
easily left should one desire to decorate the 
roads thus.

The rally 
has for some years been regarded as the 
leading stages-only event in East Anglia under 
the name “Mid-Summer Stages.” and with 
three wins in five years Reg Mullenger has 
become a tradition in the event, His car was 
in a class of its own, with aluminium block, 
rear disc brakes and so forth, his car pre- 
pared by Roy Gladwin of Colchester, entered 
by Motique of Cambridge who also leant their 
name to John Harmer’s Cooper S. For every 
person unable to start there were plenty keen 
to jump into thelr place, like Roger Harding 
who took number two’ slot when Graham 
Lepley's Derby Road Garage Escort broke 
down whilst being driven to the start, although 
team-mate Graham Neesham took number 
seven in place of the Martin Group entry for 
Mike Rawson. Bob Chapman did not enter 
(his local Cirencester Arkell Rally is this 
Sunday) though Colin White, his F. English 
team-mate did, at number ‘three ahead of 
David Bell, Richard Uiffe and Dick Beeby. 

First and second stages were at Buckenham 
Airfield, and in almost no time Harding dis- 
covered to his cost that life at the top can be 
tough. He rolled his Mexico at the end of 
the second stage, but continued as did Howard 
Fisher who rolled his Mini. David Jones 
(@reci-Spark Mexico with twin Webers) had no

sooner survived the first test with a lead off 
the ‘coll when he punctured st the start of 
the second. Paul Davies (Triple ‘C’ Marina) 
went uff and stuck fast on a harrow for a 
minute, losing touch with the 1300 cc battle, 
whilst Phillips’ C.M.L, Tool Hire RS1600 also 
Dunctured.

trouble. Richard Iliffe had his clutch star: to 
fail on the Epic Accessories RS1600 which 
then went altogether at Hockering, whilst 
both Charles Eveson (Dukeries Motor Club 
18 pushrod Escort) and David Palmby 
(RS1600) retired here with engine trouble: 
suspected broken cam and persistent misfiring 
respectively. Bill Riddle, the Chieftain surprise, 
spun twice but this was little activity com- 
pared to that at Hockering, where Beeby 
went off damaging his front suspension, 
Harmer went off damaging the front, Farring- 
ton broke an axle U-bolt although limped off 
the stage sideways while White retired 
when a half-shaft broke. The stage was on 
narrow. concrete tracks through a forest— 
‘which had not been used for a couple of years 
—and marshals were briefed to give re-runs 
if blockages occurred 

At the halfway stop Mullenger held an 
unhappy half-minute lead ahead of Whittal- 
Williams in Ian Harwood's old Escort-Rover, 
who was easing himself, trying to live with 
the power. Ranger was well up in his Imp 
(which he hopes soon to replace with a 
1300 cc, Hewland gearbox car) as was Stokes, 
Immediately after the halt there was a test 
at Shipdham airfield, where Whittal-Williams 
had a re-run after trouble with Webb's Escort 
(in which WW. hada broken windscreen, 
strange considering Webb's car announces 
Sponsorship from a windscreen replacement 
service In Thetford!)

Nobby Hills debuts promising fueller 


The second meeting sponsored by Drag Racing 
the BDR&HRA’s own excellent monthly 
ion had perfect’ weather, a rather 
disappointing crowd, and. some interesting 
ion from the large 170 plus entries. Most 
notable of these was the long awaited and 
sorely needed new Top Fuel car from Nobby 
Hills. Built as a near copy of Tony Nancy’ 
car as seen at the Internationals last year 
‘and sporting the same livery as the funny 
car, the immaculate rear engined car wat 
‘complete with another Ed Pink Hemi, Lencé 
two speed and reverser, the first rail to have 
both these items in this country. 

Running against Allan Herridge in the 426 
engined Fir ‘to check 
the handii steering, the new car 
rocketed away from Herridge in no uncertain 
way, with Hutcherson shutting down early to 
record a very satisfying 7.3 s. Afterwards 
he was almost at a loss for words to describe 
the car in comparison with the old front 
‘engined one, and there can be little doubt that 
@ Very strong threat to the Skilton-Priddle 
domination Is now in evidence. But Herridge 
‘was not so lucky, for on the same run, while 
trying hard to stay with the other car after 
his own 7.3 s qualifying run, the motor let 
go in the worst possible way, leaving a gaping 
hole that you could see right through In the 
block and’ sump. 

Worse was to come, for the old Houndog 
car, now being driven’ by Harold Bull, (who 
ran a very successful 998 cc BMC ‘rail a 
couple of years back), was written off on his 
first full power run," After clocking good 
8.3 55, the car, with no parachute in evidence, 
veered across the track to hit the crash barrier 
and bounce and scrape along it for some 
hundreds’ of feet before coming to rest. 
Luckily Bull was unhurt, but the venerable 
Houndog was twisted beyond hope, although 
the engine appeared to be intact. 

‘There were three Top Dragsters present, 
with Gerry Andrews again taking the number 
one spot with an 83, Liz Burn number two 
with a 92 s and Ray Hoare third with 
9.3 5 in their Chevrolet powered cars. Ray 
made a good start against Gerry and was 
only passed towards the finish in a race that 
was closer than the times suggest at 8.3 5 
to 95 s. Liz met Gerry in the final and ran 
her best time yet at 8.9 s, but was unable 
to hold off the top speed of the two gear car 

Andrews clocked an 52 s at 170 mph to 
144 mph. 

Keith Dancy ran in Senior with his small 
block powered rail to an equally impressive 
9.6 $ on straight methanol, enough to beat 
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Malcolm Olley's carburetted Chevrolet cer 
with 2 10.5 s, while John Rotherham again 
took Middle with an 11.8 s run in his 
Allard Dragon that like @ few other drag- 
sters currently around, has been running in 
various hands for years, and still with con.

Top Competition again had four entries, 
with Dave Stone fastest qualifier at 8.5 3, 
Dut this was at the expense of a bent chassis 
4as the car went through the dip in the braking.

Faced with the possibility of another bend 
{in his buckled tubing, Stone thundered off the 
line ahead of Rodgers and shut off very early, 
coasting through at 127 mph in 8.2.8 to 9.4 
‘and 145 mph for the Ford. Elson got a start 
‘on Hall and held it all the way with another 
good time at 88 s (159 mph) to 92 5 at

Elson went into the final with perhaps 
better odds than in a long time, but it was 
not to be his day either.
